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HF Great Lakes net looking for station operators around the Lakes. 


We (Bernard and I) are looking for volunteer Net Control HF Station Operators for the sailing season's of 2011 
and future. 

The Great Lakes Marine Mobile Net has been formed this year through the vision of KC9SGV - Bernard (a sailor 
and ham operator) based in the Chicago area. His work time schedule is such that he cannot be available every 
day to direct the net and is looking for HF Operators - who understand the intricacies of sailing - to volunteer to 
act as NCO's and relay stations on a loosely managed but reliable schedule. 

We could utilize stations around or about the junction points of most of the Great Lakes - ie. Lakehead, ON / 
Duluth, MN; Sault Ste. Marie MI/ON; Goderich ON / Saginaw MI; Detroit MI / Leamington, ON; Hamilton - 
Niagara, ON / Buffalo, NY; Kingston, ON / Oswego, NY ; Cornwall, ON / Ogdensburg NY; in order to ensure 
reasonable coverage and ability to provide good relay of messages or important notices. A reliable station with 
a good operator, is more important than high power and/or fancy equipment, but we won't turn you away if you 
have it all. 

The present setup will be to operate 1/2 hour in morning and again in the evening on 40/80m bands. The 80m 
frequency is monitored/operated for the first quarter of the hour, with the 40m band monitored in the second 
quarter. Morning net is 0800, and evening is 2100 - neither too early, nor too late, nor too long. There is potential 
for a noon hour schedule if / as the net becomes popular or sailors request it. 

Not all details and protocols are finalized, so we could use the expertise of former / current operators with 
experience in Net Control.

Bernard has put together a super web 
site. 

Our RMS Digital station will be supporting the GLMMN with Pactor, and likely Winmor services available next 
season, and probably the occasional SSB Net Control function as well. 

You may contact Bernard direct, or via me, if you are interested in volunteering or have any questions not covered 
at the Net web pages. If you know of someone else who may be interested and operates in these general areas 
mentioned, please forward this message to them.
